tion petitions. 

Mr. Stegall ts ordered to appear next 
Thursday at Montgomery, and show 
cause why he should not be adjudged 
guilty of contempt for his alleged mis- 
behavior towards said deputy marshal, 
as set forth in his affidavit. ‘The clerk 
of court has issued the order, and the 
district attorney is called upon to prose- 
cute the case. In the order it is said 
that it seems to the court that, unex- 
pjained, a prima facie case is shown of 
criminal contempt of the authority of 
the court.

New York, December 2.-—Of the six 
hundred thousand retail tobaceo stores 
in the United States, the American To- 
pacco Company controls less than .,--¥, 
and of the 5,000 jobbers in the country 
ft controls only one, according to Vice 
President Percival S. Hill. ‘inis state- 
ment was made today in the course of 
the hearing in the case of the United 
States against the American Tobacco 
Company, before United States Commis- 
sioner Shields as referee, 

Mr. Hill declared that the company 
has no hold whatever on 599,000 stores 
which are doing business. ‘‘The retail 
stores,” said he, “are practically under 
the controf of the consumer, who calls 
for such brands and goods as suit his 
iffancy. he consequence is that the 
dealer buys what his trade asks for.” 

He also said that any jobber can get 
the goods of the American Tobacco 
Company direct, except in New York 
City, and that the American Tobacco 
Company is willing to supply any jobber 
in any other city who can pay for the 
goods he orders. 

The United Cigar Stores Company, he 
said, handles some goods not made by 
the American Tobacco Company. 

An allowance, averaging 5 per cent, 

witness said, was paid all jobbers for 
anv increase in the sale of American 
Tobacco Company’s products. 
Mr. Hill stated that several subsidiary 
concerns, including the Blackwell-Dur- 
ham Company and the 5. Anagyros | 
Company, cigarette makers, were op- 
erated separately, so they might re- 
tain their individuality for advertising 
purposes.

Washington, December 2.—In a report 
to the attorney general containing his 
findings in regard to peonage in the 
South, Assistant Attorney General Rus- 
sell makes a strong recommendation 
that the statute relating to slavery be 
amended in a manner which will de- 
stroy all doubt as to the meaning of 
“Involuntary servitude” as set forth 
therein. He also Suggests changes in 
State lawe. 

“It is hoped,” said Mr. Russell, ‘‘that 
an enlightened self-interest and the de- 
mand for labor made necessary by the 
expansion of old industries and the in- 
troduction of new will lead to the 
amendment or repeal of the state laws 
which are the chief support of peonage 
practices, 

“These state laws take various forms 
and are used in various ways to uphold 
peonage and other kinds of involun- 
tary servitude. Some of them are va- 
graney laws, some contract labor or 
employment laws, some fraud@ulent 
pretense or false promise lgws, and 
there are divers others. Some few of 
those in question, such as absconding 
debtor laws. labor enticing, and board 
bill laws, were not orginally intended 
to enslave workmen, but In view of the 
uses to which they are put, need 
amendment in order that they cannot 
be so abused.

Cannon said in part: 

“We are today organizing the six- 
tieth congress, marking the one hun- 
dred and eighteenth milestone in the 
history of government by the people 
under the constitution. Our predeces- 
sors in the years that are passed have 
left us an example of wisdom, modera- 
tion and courage that has never failed 
to preserve the ideals and the interests 
of republican government in many 
crisis, whether of peace or war, ad- 
versity or prosperity. 

“This house is the only institution un- 
der our constitution where that will 
of the people may be expressed with a 
fairness approximating to scientific ac- 
curacy. Other departments of the gov- 
ernment have lofty and important func- 
tions, but to this house alone belongs 
the peculiar, the delicate gnd the all- 
surpassing function of interpreting and 
putting in definite form the will of the 
people. This duty we must perform 
ourselves. The principles of the past 
may help us to the extent of showing 
us the points of the compass; but be- 
yond that we must depend on our own 
wisdom, our own constancy, our own 
industry and our own fidelity to duty.” 

When the adoption of rules for the 
government of the house Curing the 
sixtieth congress came up the rules of 
the last congress were opposed by John 
Sharp Williams, and he was joined in 
that opposition by democrats and by a 
single republican, Mr. Cooper, of Wis- 
econsin.

“IN WRECKED MINE: 


Hope of Rescuing the Miners 
Has Been Abandoned. 


PITIFUL SCENES AT MINE 


Relatives of the Entombed Men Are 
at’the Pit Mouth Impeding the 
Work of Rescue—The Mine 
Is Full of Potsonous 
Fumes. 


Pittsburg, Pa., December 2.—The fate 
of five Americans and forty-two for- 
@ign miners while not definitely known, 
Was pretty well established late today 
by the finding of the body of a mine 
pumper near’ the twenty-second entry ot 
the Naomi mine, of the United Coal 
Company, at Fayette City, thirty-five 
miles from this city, In which an ex- 
plosion occurred last night. The man 
had died from suffocation. 

Judging from the two fatalities thus 
far known. both having been caused by 
poisonous gas fumes, it is almost, certain 
that the forty-seven minters still en- 
tombed in the mine have succumbed to 
the deadly after-damp. 

There is also a possibility that the 
explosion of iast night occurrea so close 
to the men that they were killed by its 
force or the resultant fall of tons 
rock and earth. 

Since shortly after 8 o'clock last night 
a large force of rescuers have labored 
almost constantly in an effort to reach 
the imprisoned men. The work has 


been necessarily slow on account of the 


wreckage and after-damp. Notwith- 
standing the fact that the rescue par- 
ties have worked in fifteen-minute re- 
lays, a score or more of their members 
have ® been compelled to go to their 
homes suffering from the poisonous 
gases. Two of the rescuers are in a 
critical eondition. 

All day long a crowd estimated at 2,- 
000 persons have stood about tf@ mouth 
of the ill-fated mine, awaiting some 
news from the entombed miners.

The Judge’s Charge on Insanity. 

Judge Stafford occupled 52 minutes 
in charging the jury. He began its 
delivery at 3:25 and concluded at 4:17. 

The charge, among other things, set 
forth that a person is mentally re-| 
sponsible in law when he is capable of 
understending the physical nature of 
hig act (as, for instance, the defendant, 
if found guilty, must have been capa- 
ble of understanding she was shooting 
Brown), of understanding whether the 
act is right or wrong; and must be 
capable of controlling his action and 
of choosing the right and refraining 
from the wrong. Mental incapacity 
must be the result of mental disease. 
The law distinguishes sharply between 
disease and mere passion. 

“If one,” said the court, “is blinded 
by rage, jealousy or revenge or any 
other passion so he (or she) cannot un- 
derstand what he is doing, or that it 
is wrong or cannot resist his impulse 
to gratify his passion, it may reduce 
the grade of his offense, but does not 
constitute insanity. The theory of emo- 
tional insanity or irresistible impulse 
is rejected by the law of this Jjuris- 
diction. If there is reasonable doubt 
about the defendant’s responsibility, 
there is reasonable, doubt about her 
guilt, and the law declares that she 
shall be acquitted.” 

Theory of Self Defense. 

Judge Stafford asked the jury to 
first look at the case outside of the 
question of sanity. He said the jury 
should determine whether she said in- 
telligently and understandingly that 
she shot him, and whether she actually 
said she Wag justified tn so doing, as 
far as any one could be justified. He 
said there had been no argument that 
she fired in self-defense, that of course 
when one takes life In self-defense it 
is justifiable, If the jury had any rea- 
sonable doubt whether the shooting 
was in self-defense, the defendant 
should be held not guilty. 

“Ag there is no direct evidence as to 
how the shooting did occur,” said the 
judge, “I simply call attention to this 
as a possibility that might be consid- 
ered.” }

ARE DEFEATED 


Supreme Court Against Them 
in Mutual Reserve 
Life Case. 


Washington, D. C., December 2.—In 
making response today to a number of 
inquiries from the United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals for the second cir- 
cuit in the case of Thomas Polk and 
others, of the state of Tennessee vy. the 
Mutual Reserve Fund Life Association) 
of New York, and the Mutual Reserve 
iLife Insurance Company, of the same 
city, the supreme court of the United 
State’ construed the New York state 
law, containued in chapter 772 of the 
laws of 1908 relative to insurance com- 
panies. Polk and the other complain- 
ants were policyholders in’ the Reserve 
Fund Life Association before it was 
transferred in 1902 into the Mutual 
Reserve Life Insurance Company, a 
premium company, and they instituted 
suit in the United States circuit court 
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for the southern district of New York, 
asking for the winding up of the busi- 
ness of*the two companies and for an 
accounting to ascertain their interests 
in the insurance company. 

They aHeged that fraud had been 
committed when the change in name 
was made, declared that the transaction 
was conducted secretly; asserted that 
claims had been scaled down from $960,- 
232 to $574,436, and urged that if the 
law authorized such a proceeding it 
should be held to be unconstitutional. 
The circuit court decided the case in 
favor of the companies by sustaining 
a demurrer and dismissing the bill. 
Complainants took the case to the cir- 
cult court of appeals, and the latter 
court sought the advive of the supreme 
court before rendering its judgment. The 
questions propounded related entirely to 
the constitutional features of the New 
York law. 

The court was first asked to say 
whether any contracts had been im- 
paired by the reincorporation in '1902, 
and next to state whether the law vio- 
lates article !, section 10, of the con- 
stitution of the United States, which 
prohibits the impairment of contracts. 
This court was also asked to say 
whether the law violates the fourteenth 
amendment by depriving the complain- 
ants of property without due process of 
law and by abridging the privilege or 
immunities of citizens of the United 
States. The answers to the questions] ; 
were formulated by Justice Moody, and 
all the replies were in the negative. He 
said that the reincorporation of the com- 
pany had not violated any of the rights 
of the policyholders and that therefore 
the law was not in contravention of tne 
federal constitution.

Pupilist in 10th Round 


Harns Was Superior in Every Way 
and Punished Moir Unmercifual- 
ly—Victory Gives Burns the 
Heavyweight Champion- 
ship of the World. 


London, December 2.—Tommy Burns. 
of America, knocked out Gunner Motr, 
of England, in the tenth round before 
the National Sporting club here to- 
night. Englishmen never had _ great 
hopes of the ability of their representa- 
tives to regain their lost honors in the 
boxing arena, and in a somewhat ex- 
citing contest the American champion 
had a comparatively easy task in dis- 
posing of Mojir’s pretensions and seé- 
curing for himself the title of heavy- 
weight champion of the world, purse of 
$5,000 and a side bet of $2,000. 

After the fifth round Burns’ 
was certain, and in the tenth, when 
the gunner failed to rise to the call 
of time and was literally cut to pieces, 
Burns left the ring with scarcely a 
mark. 

Burns Superior in Every Way. 

Moir owes his right to participate in 
championship matches more to in- 
fluence than to merit, and his defeat, 
therefore, was not a matter of general 
surprise. Burns proved himself supe- 
rior in every detail. He displayed 
greater science and infinitely better 
generalship, and his blows were de- 
livered with much more power than 
those of the Englishman. The contest 
aroused a greater amount of excite- 
ment ‘and enthusiasm than any decided 
at the National Sporting club since 
Slavin’s defeat at the hands of Peter 
Jackson. Burns entered the ring 
favorite at odds of 7 to 4, which would 
have been still longer but for the fact 
that the ‘two titled backers of Moir 
covered the Burns money for a large 
amount, on the chance of a big winning 
in addition to the stake money. 

Except for the difference in weight 
and Moir’s advantage of two inches in 
height, the men were evenly matched 
and in perfect form. In the ring Burns’ 
crouching attitude appeared to place 
him at a still greater disadvantage in 
weight, while Moir assumed a 6 fairly 
erect position, with arms extended 
widely, and showed no guard. The 
work in the first round was mostly at 
long range, the fighters sparring wari- 
ly. Finally Burns landed two heavy 
blows on the gunner’s neck and ear, 
the second sending him staggering to 
the ropes, while the American himself 
escaped without punishment, avoiding 
Moir's rushes cleverly. 

The Pace Grows Hot. 

The pace incr@ased in the second 
round, the men getting into close quar- 
ters, where Burns showed his superior- 
ity and did a lot of damage on Moir’s 
body. He received a jolt under the 
chin, however, which brought him up, 
but he soon resumed the infighting. 
Moir clinched fiercely and was cau- 
tioned, 

They fought at long range again in 
the third, Burns being too clever for 
his adversary, who began to show signs 
of the punishment he had received. 
In the fourth Burns took a breather 
and allowed Moir to have just a shade 
the better of a tight round. 

Burns came back again hard in the 
fifth. forcing the fight from the sound 
of the bell. He landed a right on the 
jaw, and a left swing cut Moir severeiy 
over the eye. 

The sixth round was all in favor of 
the American, whose footwork com- 
pletely baffled his opponent. Moir 
became very wild in his attempt to 
get in his right. 

In the seventh Burns sent home a 
terrific swing, which made ani ugly 
gash in the ganner’s cheek. They caine 
to close quariers, the Engushman 
clinching and thus avoiding the full 
force of two hard rights. Some hold- 
ing caused the referee enter the 
ring, and he separated 
Moir then looked like a beaten man.

TORPEDO BOATS LEAVE. 


Second Flotilla Starts for Voyage 
to San Francisco. 
Norfolk, Va., November 2.—The United 


States torpedo boat destroyers Whipple, Trux- 
ton, Lawrence, Hull, Hopkins and Stewart, 
composing the second torpedo fiotilla, are 
preceding to the Pacific coast the United 
States battleship squadron under Rear Ad- 
miral Evans, which sails two weeks hence, 
They departed finally from Hampton Roads at

mile voyage to San Francisco. 

The vessels, commanded by Lieutenant 
Hutchison I. Cone, as flotilla commander on 
the flagship Whipple, stopped in lower Chesa- 
peake bay to complete the work of compass 
adjustment before proceeding for San Juan, 
Porto Rico, which will be their first stop.

CITIZENS OF BROOKWOOD 
MAY LOSE WATER SUPPLY 


As the outcome of a proposition on 
the part of the citizens of Brookwood to 
secure an incorporation for that section 
of north Atlanta, which proposition has 
been in contemplation for some time, 
and which was given definite shape at 
a meeting of property owners of Brook- 
wood at the residence of Eugene Black 
Saturday night, there is more than 
likely to be a row of goodly proportions. 

At the meeting in question, which was 
attended by some of the wealthiest men 
in the city, whose residences are in 
the aristocratic suburb, a committee, 
composed of E. R. Black, EK. Lee Doug- 
las, C. J. Haden and Archibald Davis, 
was appointed to secure signatures to a 
petition asking that Brookwoad be in- 
corporated as a separate municipality. 
It was determined that the territory 
extending from the city limits to the 
Seaboard Air Line and extending up to 
but not including the Atlanta Steel 
Works and. other manufacturing plants 
be included. 

This action came on the heels of the 
proposal On the part of the city of At- 
lanta to take in additional territory 
which should include Brookwood. 
Brookwood enjoys the privilege of city 
water and electric lights, and is’ by all 
odds the most attractive section ad- 
jacent to Atlanta. Brookwood citizens 
demurred, on the idea that Atlanta, at 


the present time, has nothing substan- 
tial to offer them. 

At the meeting of counci] yesterday 
afternoon the matter was informally 
discussed and it was stated that if the 
Brookwood people persisted efforts would 
be made to have their water supply 
cut off. In a word they would be forced 
to abandon their plan. 

A. G Rhodes, who was one of those 
present at the Brookwood meeting, 
said: 

“We do not fear any action of the 
politicians. We simply do not care to 
come into Atlanta at the present time, 
for the reason that the city has noth- 
ing to offer. We have a contract with 
the city for water, and we do not fear 
being cut off. The contract cannot be 
abrogated. As for the electric lights— 
well, they are not owned by the city. 

“We do not object to coming into At- 
lanta at the proper time, but we do not 
propose to be forced into the city by a 
lot of fat heads, who think because we 
live in Brookwood we ought to do more 
than our share.’ 

E. Lee Douglas, who was named as a 
member of the committee, declined to 
discuss the matter, pro or con. KE R. 
a>: kK was not in the city. 

It must not be understood that all 
of the citizens of Brookwood approve 
the plan of jnecorporation. Prominent 
among Brookwood people who oppose 
the plan are: C. T. Ladson and Henry 
W. Grady, who fought the idea about a 
year ago.

It is high time 
that that idea of an education for her was 
abandoned, and that the aim should be to de- 
velop in woman the capacity and the powers 
that fit her to make life fuller of intellectual 
enjoyment and happiness, more productive, 
physicaily, mentally and spiritually.

Rub a table- 
spoonful of butter and one of flour together. 
Strain the milk, return it to the boiler, add 
the butter and flour, with four ougces of 
grated cheese. Stir, take from the fire, sea- 
son with salt and pepper and add the beaten 
yolks of four eggs. Ler come to a boil and 
SEP e. 


WHITE § SOUP. 


One quart of white stock; one pint yee 
or milk; one heaping tablespoonful of corn 


starch, or two tablespoonfuls of flour; one 
saltspoonful of whfte pepper, one-quarter 
saltspoonful of cayenne,s one scant teaspoonful 
of salt and one tablespoonful of butter. 

Remove every globule of fat from the stock 
and put it on to boil with the milk or cream, 
in @ granite pan, Mix the salt and pepper 
with the flour or gtarch. Melt the butter 
in a saucepan; when bubbling add the flour 
mixture and stir thoroughly until well mixed 
and foamy. Dip out a little ef the boiling 
stock and stir it into the butter; stir rapidly 
as it thickens quickly, then add more stock 
and stir until it is smooth and free from 
jumps. Keep on adding stock until it igs thin 
enough to pour easily, then turn the whole 
into the remainder of the stock and mix it 
thoroughly. If it be too thick, add a little 
mere stock or milk, and if too thin, reduce it 
by longer boiling, or add one egg. 

The egg should be well beaten in a large 
bowl, and a cupful of the hot s0upD poured 
into and well mixed. Then strain it into the 
hot tureen, and strain the remainder of the 
hot soup into it. If the beaten egg be stirred 
directly into the hot soup over the fire it will 
curdie. Add more seasoning if needed, and if 
celery was not used in making the stock, add 
a little celery galt now, if the flavor is liked. 

This soup should be thick and smooth like 
thin cream, without a suspicion of fat, and 
so delicately seasoned that the chicken flavor

Dealings Show Veteran Leader 
Taking a Hand, 


Market Speculative in Character. 
Renewed Short Selling by Bears. 
The Technical Position of 
the Market Was 
Strengthened. 


New York, December 2.—The price of stocks 
underwent some violent mutations’ today, 
and the course of the market gave abundant 
evidence of; the revival of something like 
animation in speculation. The supposition of 
the reentry into active participation in spec- 
ulation of some of the professional operators, 
of large caliber, was corroborated by the ap- 
pearance of the trading and the signs of 
boldness and resourcefulness with wypich it 
was conducted.’

WHEAT DECLINED 


OVER ONE CENT 


Increase in the Visible Supply 
and Small Export Demand 


Corn a Shade Lower—Oats Little 
Higher-Provisions Closed 
Up—An Advance in 
Live Hogs. 


Chicago, December 2.—A slack export de- 
mand and a liberal increase in the visible 
supply had a weakening effect today on the 
local wheat market, the May delivery at the 
close showing a net loss of 1%@1%. Corn 
was a shade lower and oate were a shade 
higher. Provisions were 2% to 17% higher. 
The wheat arket was weak throughout 
the day, wit the exception of a short 
period, about the middle of the session, when 
buying by shorts, based on a rally in stocks, 
caused moderate strength for a short time, 
At the start the market was bearishly af- 
fected by easy cables and by weakness of 
the stock list. As the session advanced, ab- 
sence of demand from exporters, who as- 
serted that foreign bids for American wheat 
were very disappointing, inspired additional 
sales. An increase of 1,523,000 bushels in 
the visible supply compared with @ decrease 
of 88,000 bushels the corresponding time 
last year, was an encouraging factor for’ the 
bears. ‘Jhe market closed weak. Deliveries 
on December contracts were estimated at 
760 000 bushels. May opened \%@% to %@% 
lower; advanced to 1.08%, and then declined 
to 1.02 The close was at 1.02%. Clear- 
ances of wheat and flour were equal ,.to 667,- 
800 bushels. The amount on passage in- 
creased 1,616,000 bushels. Primary receipts 
were 1,262,000 bushels, compared with 1,884,- 
000 bushels the corresponding day last year. 
Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago reported re- 
ceipts of 790 cars, against Y77 last week 
and 943.a year ago. 
The corn market was strong almost all day, 
because of an absence of any deliveries on 
December contracts, which induced consid- 
erable covering by shorts. An advance of 
%c to lc in the price of cash grain stimu- 
lated additional purchases of the options. 
The market late in the day was bearishly 
affected by the weakness of wheat, all of 
the early gains being lost out of realizing 
sales. The close was easy. May opened a 
shade to 4@% lower at 66% to 55%; advanced 
to 56%, and closed at 55%. Local receipts 
were 154 cars, with 15 of contract grade. 
There was only a moderate trade in oats, 
‘but the market was firm the greater part 
of the day.
